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It was brought to the attention of the examiner that claims 17-20 were not 
addressed in the Notice of Allowability (mailed date 14 January 2005) in a telephone 
interview on 26 January 2005 with an authorized agent of the applicant. After review of 
the record, it was the intent of the examiner to indicate allowability of all claims standing 
before the Office. This Supplementary Action rectifies that oversight. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 8 December 2004 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of US Patent 6,678,798, which was filed July 20, 2001 and issued 
January 13, 2004, has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

The examiner apologizes for referring to applicant filing a request for continued 
examination (RCE), the examiner meant to acknowledge the case being a continuation 
of case 09/909,701. The examiner regrets any confusion this may have caused the 
applicant. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
consideration of applicant's remarks, the examiner concurs that the portions of the 
applicant's specification the examiner cited in the previous office action is not concerned 
with re-issuing a read request but with retrying a request when two local conflicting 
requests occurs, postponing one of the requests to maintain coherency. Similarly the 
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doomed flag retry is a special condition in which a queued read request is processed 
after the target processor has invalidated the requested entry. As both of these 
conditions are not the subject matter as claimed by applicant, applicant's amendment is 
permissible and successfully overcomes the prior art of record. Baumgartner represents 
the closest available prior art of record, and he has the processor performing a re-issue 
of the read request (as evidenced in figure 3a element 88). Since no other prior art of 
record speculatively forwards the read request simultaneous to a modified intervention 
on the local bus in combination with the other specified claim limitations, all claims are 
found allowable over the prior art of record.
